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DETAILED ACTION 

Drawings 

1 . Figure s 17, 18A, 18B, and 19 should be designated by a legend such as -Prior 
Art- because only that which is old is illustrated. These apparatus are described as 
"typical" in the art. See MPEP § 608.02(g). A proposed drawing correction or corrected 
drawings are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the 
application. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Election/Restrictions 

2. Applicant's election with traverse of Group I in Paper No. 8 is acknowledged. 
The traversal is on the ground(s) that there would not be an undue burden on the 
examiner.. This is not found persuasive because a serious burden exists in the differing 
issues that arise during the prosecution of the distinct statutory classes of invention. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 
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3. Claims 1 0-20 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.142(b), as being drawn to a nonelected Group II, there being no allowable generic or 
linking claim. Applicant timely traversed the restriction (election) requirement in Paper 
No. 8. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

4. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

5. Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112. first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one 
skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had 
possession of the claimed invention. 

The newly added limitation in claim 1 ("... .without blowing the medium up through 
the solvent,...") is not to be found in the as filed Specification. The applicant has not 
pointed to a passage in the Specification which supports the limitation. The description 
of Figs. 1A and 1b on pages 9 and 10 do not thus limit the process. The detailed 
description of page 12 also does not support this negative limitation.
